NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—William 
Howard Taft has been elected 
twenty-seventh President of the 
United States and James S. Shér- 
man of New York has been elect- 
ed Vice-President, This is the 
outcome of one of the most re- 
markable. political campaigns in 
the history of the Republic. 

Returns today indicated that 
Mr. Taft would have at least 298 
electoral votes, and as the details 
continued to come in from the 
West, it began ‘to look as if the 
figures might reach the 325 mark 
claimed as assured to him in the 


ante-election forecast of Chair- 
man Hitchcock of the Republican 
National Committee. 

One of the results surpassing 
the most sanguine hopes of most 
Republicans was Mr. Taft’s car- 
rying the greater ¢ity of New 
York by a plurality of 15,646. 
His plurality in New York State 
will considerably exceed Roose- 
velt’s big plurality of 1904. 

Gov. Charles E. Hughes was 
re-elected by a plurality estimat- 
ed early today as well above 75,- 
300. While greater New York 
gave a plurality of more than 10,- 
000 for Taft, it gave Chanler a 
margin of 56,843. 

With 31 United States Sena- 
tors to be elected by State Legis- 
latures, chosen yesterday or earl- 
ier in the fall, the Republicans 
will retain their control of both 
houses of Congress. 

Eastern States Rally to Taft, 
New York, New Jersey and Pennsy!- 
vania rallied to Taft with notable ma- 
jorities. Maryland's returns early  to- 
day dwindled until Bryan appeared to 
have carried the State. 

West Virginia also was in doubt, with 
the probabilities favor'ng Taft. if 
Maryland and West Virginia should 
both turn out to be Bryan states, Taft 
would still have 291 electora] votes. 

Of the states which at the outset of 
the day were generally placed in the 
Bryan column, Colorado end Montana 
were still subjects of counter claims. 
Nebraska, however, has been decisively 
credited to Bryen,; 

Among the more significant results 
were the re-election to Congress of

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GIRL BRAVES 
DrATH TO SAVE

Drags Him From Under the 
Feet of a Frightened 
Horse. 








Laska reached beneath the feet of a 
plunging horse and dragged to safety 
an old man who lay upon his back in 
the street in danger of being trampled 
to death. 

Herman Schroeder, 86 years old, home- 
less and poor, was on his way to the 
City Hospital to see if he could be sent 
to the Poorhouse for the winter. Walk- 
ing east on Geyer avenue, he started 
to cross Eighteenth street. He did not 
see a 
Speed south on Eighteenth street. 

In the middle of the street the horse 
struck him and knocked him down. At 
the same moment the driver pulled on 
the reins, the horse stopped suddenly 
and reared and plunged. The old man 
lay on his back, both arms drawn tight- 
ly over his eyes and face. 

Miss Minnie Laska saw the accident 
from the window of her home, 1720 Gey- 
er avenue, almost directly opposite the 
spot where the old man lay. 

Dragged From Beneath Hoofs. 
The front door was standing open and 
she sprang through it and in a moment 
she reached the horse, grasped the shaft 
with one hand and, stooping so she 
could reach under the horse, siezed 
Schroeder’s ankle and pulled him out. 
While she was doing this the horse 
plunged and almost knocked her down. 
Several persons on the sidewalk saw 
the accident and the dramatic rescue 
by the young woman, but they stood 
frightened, expecting every moment to 
see the old man killed. They wonder 
how he escaped the horse's hoofs. 

The young woman helped the old man 
to his feet and by this time her sister, 
Miss Lizzie Laska came to help her and 
they took him into their home and 
dressed his wounds. His scalp, one arm, 
his knee and one foot were bruised and 
cut, :

CLIO RESIGNS 
ROM HARVARD 
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President Quits Great Univer- 
sity Without Giving Any 


Reason for Step. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 4.—The res- 
ignation of President Eliot of Harvard 
Was announced today. No explanation 
of the action was given, and the. gener- 
ally accepted reason is that he has de- 
cided to retire. He has held his present 
high station for 39 years. 

Prof. Eliot was born in Boston, March 
20, 1834. He received his primary edu- 
cation at the Boston Latin Schoo]. He 
graduated from Harvard in 1853.° He 
then identified himself with educational 
institutions and was elected president 
of Harvard in 1869. 

During the 39 years he has been presi- 
dent of the largest university in the 
country President Eliot has been a doni- 
iriant figure in educational circles and 
the world of letters. He was a fre- 
quent contributor of articles to the 
leading periodicals. He was radical in 
his treatment of. many subjects and 
started many controversies. 

After a study of educational methods 
in Europe President Eliot came out 
with his idea for specialization of stud- 
jes. He planned to have boys decide 
their natural bent while still at prepara- 
tory schools and then to adjust their 
studies along this line, 

This idea aroused fierce controversy in 
educational circles. The Jesuits espe- 
clally were opposed to the scheme, Bev- 
eral Jesuit writers waged for several 
years a verbal war with President Eliot 
on the subject. 

President Eliot was very popular with 
the students of Harvard. But he did 
not consider their whims and. several 
times ran directly counter to their 
wishes as when he tried to stop football 
at the university. But the students ad- 
mired him intensely and were very 
proud of him.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Nov. 4.—Ilinois’ 
plurality for Taft will exceed 150,000 and 
it may go to 200,000. Deneen has de- 
feated Stevenson by at least 75,000 for 
Governor.

Complete and revised returns today 
confirmed last night’s reports of the 
election in Chicago; Mr. Taft, with 198,083 
votes in the 1260 cooks Nea of the city, led 
Bryan by 658,605. 

Mr. Taft's total was surprisingly close 
to that given Roosevelt four years ago. 
Mr. Bryan polled approximately 36,000 
more votes than were given Parker in 
the previous election. Mr. Bryan’s gain 
apparently came largely from the So- 
cialists, who, polling 47,748 votes four 
years ago, cast only about 18,000 to Debs 
yesterday. Chafin, Prohibition candidate 
for President, polled 49%1-votes in the 
city, which is practically the same vote 
as was given Swallow in 1904. Hisgen, 
the Independence party candidate, re- 
ceived 6260 Chicago votes. 

Liquer Law Had Its Effect. 

Complete returns from Cook County, 
including Chicago, show the election of 
Wayman, Republican, for State’s Attor- 
ney by a majority of 47,577 over Kern, 
Democrat. 

As the election of either one of the 
candidates was regarded as assuring a 
liberal interpretation of the liquor. laws, 
a considerable faction of the so-called 
reform element in&the city, backed by 
an influential vemmpenes voted for 
Street, Proh{bition, who polled about 
$8,000 votes amore than the head of the 
Prohibftionist national ticket. 

Oglesby a Winner. 
‘Incomplete returns make it practically 
certain that the Republicans carried the 
entire county ticket, iricluding the ju- 
diciary. 

John G. Oglesby. son of former Gov- 
ernor and United States Senator Dick 
Oglesby, a national figue in his life- 
time, has been elected Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor by a vote parelleling Taft's. James

been elected to serve their fourth con- 
secutive terms as Secretary of State and 
Auditor of Public Accopnts respective- 
ly.

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 4.—Dazed by 
the bulletins announcing his burial uw- 
der an avalanche of votés in the very 
states where he had believed he was 
Strongest, William J. Bryan met his de- 
feat in silence. For once in his life 
words failed him. From the moment he 
received the first blow in the returns 
fréma Greater New York until the last 
hope was wiped out by the dispatches 
from ‘the so-called doubtful states, Mr. 
Bryan was speechiess, grave of face 
and somewhat pale. Shortly after 10 
o'clock he retired to his room and pre- 
sumably to his bed. . 

Bryan was unprepared for the crusp- 
ing defeat he suffered. He had ,con- 
vinced himself that a Democratic land- 
slide was. fmpending. Whatever other 
political wiseacres believed, Bryan him- 
self thought. he would win. He seemed 
utterly Gumfounded when the bulletins 
announced that Taft was running even 
ahead of Roosevelt in many states. 
Without comment he read bulletins an- 
nouncing that Roosevelt, Hughes and 
others had wired their congratulations 
to Taft. Bryan himself had no word 
for the successful candidate. He de- 
clined to concede defeat publicly by 
sending a message to Taft. 

Receives News in Private. 

The news was received in the sun par- 
lor of his home at rairlawn. Six telegrph 
operators transcribed the bulletins as 
fast as they were received,. but after the 
first half hour Mr. Bryan disappeared 
from the group of newspaper men, mem- 
bers of his family and neighbors and re- 
tired to his private sanctum. There his 
secretary, Robert Rose, carried such 
news-as he thought his chief would like 
to see. 

Mr. Bryan reappeared soon after 10 
o'clock and spent a few minutes talking 
with his neighbors, who called in large 
numbers when it began to be apparent 
that he was defeated. 

“Don't do any grieving on my .ac- 
coun’,” he told taem when they com- 
mented upon the disappointing returns 
jfrom New York and other states. He 
‘smiled, but it was apparent that he did 
so with great effort. 
night a few moments later. 

Mrs. Ruth Bryan Leavitt sat at a ta- 
ble in the center of the sun parlor and 
read the bulletins aloud as fast as they 
came. Not once did she lose hope, and 
when the returns seemed to be most dis- 
couraging, she said that she still was 
confident that. her father would win. 

Mrs. Bryan remained in her husband's 
study and Miss Grace Bryan alternated 
between the bulletin room and the study. 
As the worst news was being read the 
daughter patted her father on the hand 
gently. William J. Bryan Jr., a student 
at the University of Nebraska, appar- 
ently indifferent to the result, gave a 
concert with the piano player while the 
returns were coming in. 


First Bulletin Told the Story. 


When Bryan read the first bulletin 
ticked off the wires at 5:30 p. m., the 
sun was shining brightly, and a bril- 
‘liant Nebraska day was closing. The 
bulletin came from Buffalo, and when 
Mr. Bryan saw that it not only failed 
to show any indication of the landslide 
on which he had confidently counted, 
but indicated that Taft would carry 
Erie County, he knew that for the third 
time his hopes of the presidency had 
collapsed. 

Instantly his face grew grave and the 
corners of his mouth drooped. He read 
a few more bulletins, all showing that 
Mr. Taft had gained on the Roosevelt 
vote in New York State, and that there 
was no landslide for the Nebraskan, 
‘When the vote of Schenectady, where 
the industrial vote was strong, was 
read, he realized that the union labor 
vote, upon which he had been counting, 
was failing. 

A bulletin from Brooklyn confirmed his 
worst fears regarding New York. It 
indicated that he was falling behind the 
party vote, and that Taft might win 
MeCarren’s county. 

“That's bad,’’ he remarked. ‘““‘We need 
a strong vote there to offset Taft's vote 
up the State." 

The news from Massachusetts ap- 
peared to have stunned him; not that he 
had expected to carry that State, but 
because of the indication it gave of the 
general trend. He eagerly inquired for 
news from Indiana &nd Ohio. 

He did not wait to hear much more, 
but disappeared into his study, often 
sending out to inquire about Nebraska 
and the city of Lincoln. The last bul- 
letin hanced to him indicated that he 
had carried Lincoln, and he expressed 
‘great pleasure at = nee his home city, 
at least.

Mr: Taft received the returns at the 
home of his brother, Charles P. Taft. 
Part of the rear veranda had been boxed 
in for a telegraph office, and four op- 
erators received: bulletins. Curtains at 
the large French window separated the 
‘“‘office” from the drawing room, and the 
candidate almost wore out the curtains 
brushing them aside as he‘went from 
the telegraph instruments to the draw- 
ing room and back again. 

Taft's Guesta. 

In the drawing room were the C, P. 
Taft family, Mrs. W. H. Taft, Mrs. 
Nicholas Longworth, Sr., Nicholas Long- 
worth and his wife, Mrs. Charles An- 
derson and her daughter. Marie; Miss 
Maria Herron of Cincinnati, Mrs. W. T. 
Laughlin of Pittsburg, sister of Mrs. W. 
H. Taft, and Miss Delia Lorrey of Mil- 
burn, Mass., 66 years old, aunt of Mr. 
Taft, who had.come on for the great 
occasion. Miss Lorrey greeted each 
optimistic telegram with enthusiastic 
hand-clapping. 

In fact,- the small family gathering 
became an audience early in the even- 
ing, with Gus J. Karger, Mr. Taft’s pub- 
licity .man, as the entertainer. He en- 
tered rough the lace curtains as from 
behind the scenes, read a bulletin and 
disappeared, followed-by much applause 
or silence as his bulletin announced suc- 
cess or failure.

DANVILLE, Ill, Nov. 4.—The follow- 
ing statement was given out this after- 
noon by Sveaker Cannon:

1) | BRYAN’s WEAKNESS WAS TAFT’S STRENGTH 


Mr. Taft owes his’ election less to his own 


| strength than to Mr. Bryan’s weakness. 


The fatal weakness was apparent months be- 
fore either of the national ‘conventions convened. 
Day after day the Post-Dispatch warned the 
Democracy against it. 

Mr. Bryan’s friends insisted, however, that he 
was elititled to another nomination backed by a 
united party. They had their way. Mr. Bryan 
received his nomination, and a party more united 
than it has been since 1892 loyally supported him;

creased cost of living; of an unparalleled disaf- 
fection of labor leaders; of an unparalleled disaf- 
fection of the negro vote; of Republican factional 
fights in the great pivotal states of New York, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois; of a reactionary plat- 
form which he was obliged to modify in his 
speech of acceptance; of an insidious use of ad- 
vanced prejudice and bigotry against Mr. Taft’s 
liberal and advanced belief; of a popular resent- 
ment against Mr: Roosevelt's determination to 
name his successor and a proxy.

Indications Are That Even 
Greater New York Swung 
Over to Taft.

NEW YORK, Nov. 4—Tammany Halli 
fell down most decisively.on both Bryan 
and Chanler. A Republican candidate 
for the presidency carrying Greater New 
York by approximately 10,000 furnishes 
a spectacle to cause wonder as to what 
Charles F.’Murphy and his leaders were 
doing on election day. 

Undoubtedly the new registration law 
cut down the Tammany vote materially. 
Conservative estimates place this loss 
at 25,000 votes. It would appear that the 
Shearn vote was taken bodily away 
from Tammany Hall. Added to this the 
percentage of normally Democratic 
votes that went to the Socialists ac- 
counts in a measure for the poor show- 
ing of Tammany Hall for the State 
ticket. 

But there is no such an excuse to of- 
fer for Bryan’s measly plurality of 
something like 10,000 votes in Manhattan 
and the Bronx as against a plurality /of 
approximately 80,000 for Chanler in the 
same territory. In 1896 and 1900 Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx were Bryan strong- 
holds.

There has been an i impression 
among the ardent Bryan partisans all 
through the campaign that Tammany 
Hall was laying plans to sacrifice the 
Nebraskan for Chanler. The result in- 
dicates that these partisan forecasters 
were well fortified in their belief. Bryan 
was certainly sacrificed and traded and 
the full returns will be necessary to 
show the full extent of the barter. 

It will also require close study of the 
returns by assembly districts in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx to show to what 
extent Chanler was traded for minor 
candidates. 


the standpoint of practical politics, is 
extremely weak, and there is no telling 
what effect it will have in the inner 
circles on the organization... There is 
every reason to believe that Charles F. 
Murphy knew on Monday that Chanler 
had no hope of election. A private poll 
of the State, concluded Sunday, had 
shown that Hughes would win by at 
least 60,000. Only those intimately as- 
sociated with the private machinery of 
the wigwam know what effect this jn- 
formation, which was conveyed to Mr. 
Murphy, had in the work done by the 
Tammany captains at the polls. 

Election returns never came into New 
York city from the State in quite such 
a bewildering fashion as they did last 
night. Buffalo, Rochester, Syracuse, 
Troy, Albany, Elmira and other up-state 
cities having voting machines compiled 
their results in a hurry and the pre- 
liminary reports from these communities 
were in by 6 o’ciock. 

First Returns Misleading. 

The first reports from Erie County 
showed enormous gains for Chanler and 
inconsequential losses for Taft. It was 
apparent that “Fingy’’ Conners and 
Norman E. Mack had exerted them- 
selves in Erie County. Initial bulle- 
tins indicated that Chanler was run- 
ning ahead of Hughes at about the same 
ratio that Taft was running ahead of 
Bryan. The news was received with 
outward manifestations of joy at Tam- 
many Hall and Democratic headquar- 
ters in the Hoffman House. 

Further returns from the  up-state 
cities, figured out on a basis of the vote 
for Hughes and Hearst of two years 
ago, indicated that the Hughes plurality 
up-state would not exceed 8,000. 

Then the Hughes figures began to 
grow on returns from the country dis- 
tricts, but still it appeared that the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor would 
run so far behind the vote for Taft up- 
state that the greater city would swamp 
him. There was no question about Teft 
carrying the State after the first half 
hour of bulletins from up-state coun- 
ties.

versity of St. Petersburg has been 
closed, and the existence of all the oth- 
er universities throughout Russia is 
threatened, in consequence of the re- 
pressive measures instituted by M. 
Schwartz, the Minister of Education. 

_M. t. Schwartz’ gs measures, since his ap- 
pointment last January, threatened the 
destruction of the last remnants of uni- 
versity autonomy granted by the Czar. 
Throughout the summer vacation the 
Ministry has been issuing circular after 
circular whereby the rights of the uni- 
versity councils were progressively re- 
duced. 

The expulsion. of women students, 
and the jnquisition into the political 
opinions of the staff, culminating in the 


demand for the expulsion of the pro- 
fessors, who had not signed the required 
abnegation of political opinions, 
brought about the desired suspension. 
Mass meetings of students, at which 
perfect order prevailed, were held both 
here and at Moscow, and the latter 
university will likewise be closed.

ANY factors enter into the making of a first-class football team. The 
composition of plays, the personnel of the squad ano the ability of the 

* couch are usually the chief factors of consideration. Beyond these 
there are subsidiary and extraneous conditions that are often carelessly over- 
looked, but which may become the straws that bring defeat. 

The larger and older colleges and universities as a rule are well provided 
with everything to aid in building a team. 

Some of the more important subsidiary needs are the following: Schedule, 
trips, management, personnel and character of squad, weather, college spirit, 
- habitation, faculty, alumni, student attitude towards team and athletics gen- 
erally, prestige, civic pride, etc. 


A trip of some kind is beneficial if it is arranged properly with regard to 
the distance, schedule and time of season. A long journey from home just be- 
fore a big game or just after one is detrimental inasmuch as a change of diet, 
training conditions an’ effect on those left at home cannot easily be. overcome
